THE ATTACK 


Between 20 and 30 German bombers at- 
tacked Croydon Aerodrome last night and 
dropped a number of bombs. The raiders 
were first seen when they started to dive 
about three miles from the aerodrome, and 
»eople in the streets saw them come to a few 
eh feet before the bombs were released. 

One bomb narrowly missed a gas works, 
but houses in an adjoining road were hit. 
A.A. guns were in action in a few seconds 
and put up a heavy fire, but as soon as the 
R.A.F. fighters zoomed up the Germans 
turned about, but they were not quick enough 
and an air battle developed in which it is re 
ported that three raiders were brought down. 


SEEN FROM THE STREETS 


People in the streets watched the bombing 
and the battle. One man told a reporter 
that after the raiders had dived he saw a 
heavy pall of smoke drifting away. 

An eye-witness said that between 20 and 20 
Heinkel twin-engined bombers swooped over.

FIRST RAID IN AREA

stand view of the air battle. “As we were 
going along, writes a Press Association 
reporter, who was on the ’bus, “‘ we saw two 
or three «dozen ‘planes high up. Suddenly 
we heard the rattle of machine-guns and anti- 
aircraft fire. Three German . machines 
appeared to be shot down. A group of 
soldiers cheered each time a raider crashed.”

SOUND STATE SYSTEM 


“An economically contented and socially 
comfortable rural community is an absolute 
pre-requisite for a sound State system,” said 
Mr. G. B. Newe, Editor of the Ulster 
Farmer, in an address on “‘ Muintir na Tire 
and the Farmer” this afternoon. If they 
could not solve the problem of the main- 
tenance and expansion of the rural population 
they were only wasting their time and 
energies in tackling other problems, even 
though such problems appeared urgent and 
immediate. 

Many felt that the problem was exclu- 
sively a question of economics—give the 
farmer more money for his products and 
tube would come right of themselves—but 
he did not agree that it was so simple. They 
must recognise that behind ‘the fagade of 
cinemas and imposing shop fronts things 
were no better in the cities than they were 
in the country. ere was something wrong 
with a system that denied the rural worker 
a decent, comfortable existence, and he was 
going to suggest that there was only one 
sure, safe ‘‘non-risky”’ way they could set 
about altering it: that was by making a 
start in each parish throughout the land and 
building from the bottom upwards. If they 
did not show what they desired and that 
they were determined to be moving onward 
the Government could do nothing. They 
must be organised, not into warring camps 
entrenched behind barriers of selfish interests, 
but into one big army marching towards the 
common goal of economic and social justice.
